Judged trom any and all standpoints the wild duck and geese, prairie 
chicken, partridge. and other game birds are of immense yatue to— this 
country, 
are a constant source of delight to the lover of nature. What greater pleasure 
can be had than to witness the flight of duck in the early dawn or as the' 
sun sinks to rest! A man must be of a very stolid nature indeed who does 


not get a thrilk as he watches them winging their way across the sky. \ 


To the hunter our game birds offer the best of opportunities for ihe 
display of the keenest markmanship, coupled with the bese sportsmanlike 
qualities. And, finally, they provide a weicome addition to our food supply,— 
a delicacy appreciated by all. , 

Later in the season comes the ‘opportunity for the big game hunter to 
match his craft and skill with the deer and moose, In a word, the wild life 
of the West is a drawing card for thousands of people. Without these game 
birds and animals the West would not be the West which attracts and holds. 

But human nature being what it is, it beeame necessary for Governments 
by legal enactinents to protect these friends of mun from man himself, As 
a result, tge open season for shooting has had to be curtailed, and the size 
ef “bags” greatly restricted in order to save birds and animals from 
extermination. And it is only through the strict observance of these laws, 
and a rigid comp'iance with all regulations, that a further curtailment of 


privileges now enjoyed can be avoided. Laws have been passed and reguia- | 


tions are enforced by Governments, not for the purpose of depriving hunters 
and citizens generally of the’ privilege of shooting, but in their own interest(s 
that il may be preserved and continued to them. 

There are still some individuals in this world, who wrongly style them- 
selves “sportsmen,” who consider it sport and something to be proud of and 
boast about to shoot an inordinately large number of birds in a day or a 
season, These individuals revel in having their photographs taken, gun in 
hand, and with their “kill” displayed around them. ‘I'he real sportsman, and 
the true citizen, looks upon all such exhibitions with regret and a toathing 
contempt. It is one thing to shoot for food, or for xn hour or two of the real 
thrill that comes to the true hunter,-but quite another to engage in a worse 
than useless orgy of wanton slaughter. The man who will kill and kill for 
the mere joy of killing and in order that he may boast of his “bag” is no 
sportsman; on the contrary, he is the enemy of all sportsmen, and, in the 
final analysis, his own enemy. In the language of the old fable, he is destroy- 
{ng the goose that lays the golden eggs. : 

The writer of this article has no desire to preach; he ts not®a killjoy. 
But he would, even on the sordid grounds of self-interest, not to mention 
more lofty motives, urge all the people of Western Canada to constitute 
themselves unoflicial game guardians,—to fully and loyally observe the spirit 
and letter of the game laws themselves, ind see to it that other people do 
likewise.

Found In France | 


ls Of Considenable Length and Water | 
Is Icy Cold 

An underground river a mile long 
leading to a subterranean lake in an 
immense cavern, the roof of which 
glistens with stalactites 
diamond needles, hag been discovered 
near the village of-Izaut-de-l'Hotel, in 
the Haute Garonne Department in the 
south of France. 

The village derives Its water supply 
from a copious spring issuing from a 
ae in the mountain at an altitude 

f 2,500 feel, near which are a num- 
bes of natural wells, one of which has 
been used from Lime immemorial for 
disposing of the careases of dead 
aniinals. 

In order to determine whether the 
well into which the dead catlle are 
thrown contaminated the village 
water supply, a local official, M. Nor- 
bert Casteret, entered the cleft of the 
rock in 2 portable canoe, with an 
electric lamp: worked by a pocket 
battery fixed to his forehead. 

He found himself travelling up an 
underground river, apparently of con- 
siderable Gopth, the waters of which 
were fey cold. From time to time the 
river narrowed and then widened 
out again. into great underground 
halls, culminating a mile from. the 


outlet in a large subterranean lake

World’s Record In Egg Laying 


White Leghorn Belonging To Univer- 
sity Of British Columbia Is 
World Beater 

The Superintendent of the Domin- 
fon Experimental Farm at Agassiz, 
B.C., Mr. E. H, Hicks, B.S.A,, claims 
several world’s records for egg laying : 
at the farm. In order that these 
claims may be exaotly understood the ! 
Official report’ for. the ycar 1926 is| 
here quoted almost verbatim. After, 
saying that previously 215 eges per 
bird was regarded as high as could 
reasonably be looked for, the report 
continues: “I'he contest just com- 
pleted finished up wilh an average of 
23L eggs per bird, that is 106,226 
eges from 460 birds, which is consid- 
ered to be a world’s record, Apart 
from this several other world’s rec- 
ords were made both as to pen pro- 
duction (ten birds to a pen) and from 
individual birds. he pen that won 
the contest with a score of 3,057.5 
points established a world’s record. 
The pen which scored highest for egg 
production with a total of 2,946 eggs ! 
or an naverare of 294 eggs per bird | 
i made 0 world’s record for number of 
leges. The Larred Rock that finished 
‘in the lead with a total of 409 points 
‘with 396 eggs also made a_ world’s 
‘record for points, all breeds. The out- 
‘standing record of all, however, goes 
ito a S.C. White Leghorn belonging to 
ithe University of British Columbia, 
inamely 851 eggs in 364 days.”

White Man’s Diseases 


Contact Is Slowly Changing Their 
H Character Says Dr. Bansing 
Toronto.—The Eskimos are not yet 
fractaly immune from the white 
‘man's diseases, according to Dr. F. 
iG. Banting, co-discoverer of insulin, 
‘who has just returned from a trip in 
ithe Arctic on the Government steam- . 
ier Beothic. 
| Gradually inereasing contact with 
!white men is slowly changing the s+ 
| kimo eharacter, according to Dr. 
| Banting's observations. The trading 
‘companies, he said, are converting 
the natives from iribes of hunters in- 
'to trappers. They are being outfitted 
‘with woollen clothing, tobacco, 
| Weapons, ete.,, and sent out to trap 
‘foxes, As a result their industry of 
; hunting the caribou and other ant- 
; mals used Jargely in native economy 
lis neglected. The native costume,

‘being transformed as a consequence. 
The native costume of the Eskiina, 
made of caribou hides with seal skin 
, boots, welghs about one half that of 
ithe average winter-clad Canadian 
leftizen, but will withstand cold as jnu- 
tense as 60 degrees below zero, Iav- 
jing largely- abandoned that clothing, 
‘the Eskimos are now suffering from 
‘tuberculosis and in 1926 a violent in- 
fluenza epidemic caused many deaths 
among then.

well, It was felt by the majority of 
the Board that the women had their 
part, and it would be better not to 
confuse the issue. 

The first diffeulty the Board ex- | 
perienced, was with a Matron—rather 
a young person she was for such an 
important position, scarcely forty, 
who had come highly recommended 
from one of the "Vestern States. She 
had many relatives in the city, and | 
it was felt that her appointment | 
might interest some more of the solid | 
business men in the home, for her 
relatives were ofthat type. 

She began by making some sort of 
a merit system in the Home, which 
was rather alarming. She unlocked 
the doors; insisted that the girls lay 
aside the mud-colored uniforms which 
the Board had decreed should be | 
worn, and actually took the girls out} 
with her in turn to the movies and to | 
concerts and lectures. She also had 


her friends come with their cars 
every week to take the girls for 
drives. She planned. plenics, corn- 


roasts, excursions, and indeed made 
the Home such a happy place that not 
one of the girls attempted to escape, 
although they had every opportunity 
to do so. 

The Board looked on calmly disap- 
proving, yet helpless, But the matter 
came to a crisis at a meeting where 
the Matron was present by request. 
One of the members (and one of the 
most solid, too) began by pointing out 
that there should be some differences 
in the way well-behaved girls and 


; fallen girls are treated. Here the} 


‘ weakening effect on the girls. 


“| Matron interrupted to ask him to re- 


tract the word “fallen;” She gave the 
Board members positive chills by the 
things she sald about the double 
standard of morals which was made 
by men to shield men, and went on to 
tell them that many of the girls were 
innocent young things from the coun- 
try who had come to work in the 
city to help the family at home, and 
had fallen victims to men’s Just and 
hypocrisy. The very men who led 
them astray, fathers of families some 
of them; and. regarded as respectable 
men in society, no doubt now spoke of 
these girls as “fallen women.” 

It was most embarrassing. She 
hinted that there should be women 
on the Board and questioned the 
ability of men to quite understand the 
problems of rescue work. 


Anyone can see from this what sort 


.{of woman the Matron was ‘and why 


the Board dismissed‘her. The girls 
had loved her and had done their best 
to carry out all her wishes. ‘They 
had scrubbed: and washed and polish- 
ed the Home until it sparkled; they | 
had planted a garden and made flow- | 
er beds; they had sewed and crochet- 
ed and = embroidered; they had 
studied, sung, prayed, and bravely | 
tried to ve a useful happy life. The 
day she left the scenes were dis- 
graceful—not a girl eat a mouthful— 
they just sat and cried. The Board 
could see they had done well to get 
rid of her: she was having such a 


The Board decided then and there 
to have a man for the head assisted 
by a woman of course. “There must 
needs be a woman” said the good old 
Dr. Smythe, “for appearance sake at 
least.” So, after diligent care, Mr.

Will Return War Relics 


U.S. Gstonel Has Large Collection Of 
German and Austrian Souvenirs 

A man of 52, whose diffident man- 
ner and youthful face belie his age 
and his attainments, sailed from New 
York recently, en route to Hamburg, 
Germany. With him a small wooden 
box and a large packing case. 

The man, who is Lieut.-Col. George 
Crouse Cook, R.C., U.S.A., possessor 
of a Conspicuous Service Cross for 
work during the World War, will, if 
asked, referr to the contents of the 
wooden box and the packing case a3 
“junk,” but he has cherished that 
junk enough to have catalogued every 
{tem of its 508 component parts. 

Specifically, the small box contains 
such things as caps, epaulettes, cita- 
tions, pay books, Iron Crosses, wound 
medals, etc. all belonging to German 
or Austrian troops who fought the 
Allies, and picked up by Col. Cook 
during his service in France. ‘The 
packing case is filled with Zeppelin 
parts, pleces of shell, helmets and 
larger trophies. ' 

Col. Cook, for example, will try to 
find Alfred Merten, of Gothia, Sax- 
ony.«, For in the small wooden box 
is an infantry cap and a_ shoulder 
strap which were taken from Merten 
by the French at Biaches in Artois, 
July 9, 1916. Col. Cook wants to re- 
store the cap and strap and learn 
Merten’s version of the ‘war. 

Another item Col. Cook wants to 
give back is a wound decoration, a 
stamped medal, finished in silver, 
that was bestowed upon Wladislaus 
Jaglia of the Fifth Company, 468rd 
Prussian Infantry, for being wounded 
four times at the front. Jaglia was 
captured on September 30, 1918, at 
Montingy.
